Uniform Truck 
Law Conference | 
Defers Decision | 


Harrisburg, Pa., Oct. 24.—The 
interstate conference called to 
discuss uniform state laws to 


regulate the length and weight 
of trucks and buses adjourned 
suddenly October 21 abandoning 
efforts to get representatives of 
seventeen states to agree on the 
same standard. 

The representatives named by 
legislatures and governors agreed 
that the territory covered by the 
conference was too great to per- 
mit a single solution. They held 
brief group conferences at which 
neighboring states were repre- 
sented and finally adjourned eight 
hours ahead of schedule. 

The principal result of the two- 
day session was the unanimous 
decision that the interests of tax- 
payers and private automobile 
owners was paramount in regu- 
lating truck dimensions and that 
the present tendency was toward 
shorter and lighter commercial 
vehicles.

Polk Revises September 
Sales Estimates to 155,000 


Detroit, Oct. 24.—-Unusual sea- 
sonal strength in motor car sales 
throughout the country was re- 
ported today in the national 
weekly motor car sales report 
issued by R. L. Polk & Co. 


Polk’s estimate of new passen- 
ger automobile sales in Septem- 
ber reached 155,000 units, as com- 
pared with an estimate of 141,000 
two weeks ago and 150,000 to 
155,000 last week. The estimate 
was based upon reports from thir- 
ty-four states, normally repre- 
senting more than sixty-five per 
cent of the country. 


The expected September sales | 


total of 155,000 would compare 
with sales of 178,661in August and 
of 81,893 in September, 1932. The 
thirty-four states from which 
September registration reports 





have been received showed a to- 
tal of 108,785, which was 101.8 
per cent over the 53,897 registered 
in the same states in September 
last year and only 10.2 per cent 
from the 121,166 registered in 
those states in August this year. 

Truck sales in September ex- 
ceeded sales both in the month 
previous and in September a year 
ago. Reports from thirty-three 
states already received showed 
registrations of 19,968, which was 
108.3 per cent over the 9,587 units 


registered in the same states in| 


September would total 31,000, as 
cent more than the 18,870 units 
registered in the same states in 
August this year. On this basis, 
it was estimated that sales in 
September woula total 31,000, as 
against 28,807 in August this year 
and 14,967 in September last year.

Price Fixing or Protection 
N EDITORIAL in this column 
last week called attention to 
the fallacy of a dealer operating 
under the code accepting the 


maximum permissable used car; 40 
allowance price as set by the | against a 


National Automobile Dealers’ As- 
sociation as the minimum price 
which should be allowed to a 
prospect regardless of the condi- 
tion of the prospect’s car. We 
have since heard from a dealer in | 
Oneonta, N. Y., stating that in his | 
opinion the dealer must allow no 
more or no less than the price 
given in the NADA guide to be 
issued soon. 


We have checked with responsi- | 
ble code authorities on this since | 
none of us is infallible, and our 
analysis of the clause as pub- 
lished last week has been affirmed. 


There is nothing in the NADA | 
code which can be construed as | 
fixing a standard price for used 
cars of a certain model and make. 
The NADA price book will set a 
maximum price which can be al- 
lowed on any given make or 
model in a given age. The 
price becomes law. The dealer 
may allow any sum less than this 
price that his prospect is willing 
to accept. On the other hand, the | 
dealer may resell the car, after it 
becomes his property, at any | 
price above that sum that the 
dealer may be able to get due to 
his better salesmanship. Self- 
preservation would prevent him 
from selling the car at less than 
he had paid for it. 


Even under maximum trade-in 
allowances carefully fixed by the 
NADA it is possible that some | — 
dealers may, from time to time, 
find cars on their hands that they 
must dispose of at a price less 
than they allowed for them as 


|of the country.

Any dealer MAY give less than 
the cars of that model are selling 
for in the open market, if he 
thinks the car he is buying is not 
up to standard. He not only may, 
he should do this. The NADA 
realized the folly of fixing prices, 
but they have fixed a standard by 
which used car values may be 
determined the same in New 
York as in California. This does 
not mean that New York and 
California prices will be identical. 
The value is fixed by the “average 
price that the public is willing to 
pay in a given area.” 

Don’t confuse the STANDARD 
METHOD OF COMPUTING used 
ear values with a STANDARD 
PRICE for used cars. Used car 
prices will vary as they have in 
the past. The NADA has set a 
maximum that may be allowed, 
based on the values arrived at 
by the same methods in all parts 
The only thing 
fixed is the maximum that any 
dealer may allow for a _ given 
make or model car in a given 
trade area. This eliminates the 
“wild trader.” 

The price under this maximum 
which you pay for a used car, or 
the price you sell it for, is your 
problem just as it has been in the 
past. You have the advantage, 
however, of pitting your intelli- 
gence against your competitor on 
equal basis, rather than 
“sharper” where you 
have no chance. 

We must avoid letting the 
maximum permissible allowance

The NADA code does not aim 
at fixed prices. Rather, it is an 
instrument designed to protect 
the honest dealer from the 
machinations of “wild traders” 
who, in the past, were willing to 
give a prospect not the actual 
value of his used car but more 
than the actual value. Such 
traders believed, erroneously, that 
they could make up their used 
ear loss through increased new 
car volume. 

For this reason the NADA said: 
“No dealer shall allow more for | 
any used car than it is worth.”

hearing, broadly speaking, was a 
request for a reduction of the 
proposed basic thirty-six-hour 
work week to one of thirty hours, 
a sixty-cent an hour minimum 
wage instead of the proposed 
forty cents, time and one-half for 
overtime, the elimination of the 
merit clause, and a guarantee 
that weekly wages above the 
code minimum shall not be re- 
duced upon its effectiveness. 

The industry’s case for the 
code began with the outline of 
conditions in the tire manufac- 
turing and distribution field by 
A. L. Viles, general manager of 
the Rubber Manufacturers’ Assn. 
Capital investment in the indus- 
try in 1932, he declared, was $425,- 
000,000, sales $318,000,000, with a 
net loss of $23,000,000 after taxes 
and deficit. The witness offered 
the deduction from these and 
other figures that the industry 
has, at all times, been fair to 
the Government, its consumers 
and its employes and unfair only 
to its stockholders. In the year 
of 1929, he pointed out, a volume 
of business aggregating $764,000,- 
000 left the industry with a net 
loss of more than $1,000,000. 


Sixty thousand persons are em- | 


ployed in the industry, Mr. Viles 
testified. 

Cc. C. Gates, president of the 
Gates Rubber Co., followed Mr. 
Viles and presented the code with 
an outline of revisions suggested 
since the document originally was 
filed. 

F. L. Phillips, Federal Rubber 
Workers Union and labor advisor 
to the NRA, was the next witness, 
centering his testimony on a plea 
for a thirty-hour week to permit 
absorption of the industry’s un- 
employed workers. 

Objection to the direct sale of 
tires to consumers by manufac- 
turers was voiced by Martin J. 


Barry, president of the National 
Tire Dealers’ Assn. 

Small independent manufac- 
turers who contribute twenty-five 
per cent of the industry’s total 
volume are discriminated against 
in certain provisions of the pro- 
posed code, Edward D. Levy, 
president of the Fisk Rubber 
Corp., testified. 

Price control provisions of the 
code were attacked by the witness 
as reflecting the interest of the 
large manufacturer as opposed 
to the requirements of the smaller 
units of the industry. 

The temporary plan for differ- 
ential control, providing a price 
structure until the permanent 


control is worked out, drew the 
fire of R. S. Wilson, of the Good- 
year Tire and Rubber Co., on the 


ground that it is unsound, un- 
economical and _ unbusinesslike. 
He proposed that the whole sec- 
tion be scrapped on the ground 
that it would be ruinous to the 
industry. 

Wiliam O'Neil, president of the 
General Tire and Rubber Co., 
offered as a rejoinder to Wilson’s 
testimony, the statement that 
objection to the article under 
question came from manufactur- 
ers dealing in special brands of 
tires who sought, through the 
proposed elimination of the pro- 
vision, to control the pricing of 
competitive products.

There are the salient specifica- 
tions of a car of tomorrow which 
may be seen today. 

At the Ford Enxoosition of 
Progress, in Conventicn Hall, De- 
troit, attended daily »y 100,000 
persons, this future cir is the 
center of interest at the immense 
exhibit staged by the Briggs 
Manufacturing Co., body makers. 
The car has no namep.ate; in 
fact, it has no engine even—for 
it does not represent any par- 
ticular make of car or chassis. 
In short, it is exhibited by Briggs 
as a possibility, or rather prob- 
ability, of the future; not the dim 
future, either, but next year or 
the year after. 

Automotive engineers, faced 
with the importance of design- 
ing an automobile having the 
advantages of true streamlining, 
have long realized that the great- 
est obstacle to be overcome is the | 
public’s dislike for the radical. 
They have known that true| 
streamlining can be attained 
easily by mounting the engine in 
the rear of the car, a change 
that has many other advantages 
besides—but they knew the pub- 
lic was not ready for so wide a 
departure from the conventional. 

The Briggs exhibit is intended, 
therefore, to acquaint the public 
with the appearance and the ad- 
vantages of a rear-engine car | 
closely approaching the ideal of 
true streamlining. ;

tion, and the Automotive Whole- 
salers Research Institute. 

The first witness to testify was 
Sidney B. Dean, chairman of the 
joint committee. He was fol- 
lowed by B. W. Ruark, secretary 
of the committee. 

Mr. Dean presented a statement 
showing the authority of his com- 
mittee to represent the industry. 
The code itself was presented by 
Mr. Ruark. 

The code proposes a forty-four- 
hour maximum work week, with 
a minimum of thirty-five cents 
an hour for machine and shop 
workers, and $13 a week for other 
employees. 

Deputy Ammerman called upon 
the labor and consumer advisers 
for their reaction to the code 
proposals. Fred Hewitt, editor 
of “Machinists Monthly,” said 
that labor witnesses would pro- 
pose higher minimum wages and 
shorter working hours. 

A thirty-hour week at a mini- 
mum of forty-five cents an hour 
for shop workers and $16 a week 
for office workers was proposed 
by David Kaplan, representing 
the Metal Trades Department of 
the American Federation of 
Labor. Workers would be lim- 
ited to six hours in any one day. 
Overtime permitted about the 
six-hour day and _ thirty-hour 
week would be paid at time-and- 
a-half, under another amendment 
proposed by Kaplan. 

L. E. Ufert objected to the lim- 
itation of shop hours, saying that 
such a provision would defeat the 
re-employment which might 
otherwise result from the code. 
Grant B. Sturges filed a bill of 
exceptions for the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce.

missed. 

The Chamber of Commerce 
asked that the drawback in duty 
on.units when used in the manu- 
facture of cars be made sixty per 
cent instead of the present twen- 
ty-five per cent. The depart- 
ment of National Revenue held 
that no drawback whatever 
should be allowed but the board 
declared that the present twenty- 
five per cent rate should stand.
